“I spent 
two days in the Academy of Arts 
in Mexico City once, but I didn’t 
like it and so quit,” he explained 
naively when questioned as to his 
art school work. 

The voung man’s first published 
work appeared in papers and mag- 
zines In his native Mexico City in 
1920. He was sent to the United 
States by the Mexican government 
in 1928 on a tour to study the 
Americans and their ways, partic- 
ularly their art. Caricatures which 
he drew while in New York at- 
tracted the attention of the news- 
papers and magazines ip that city 
and he has remained there much of 
the time since, working largely as 
a free lance. 

He has contributed to all the 
New York newspapers, and many 
of the leading magazines and pe- 
riodicals devoted to motion ple- 
tures.

‘BIG HUTCH’ SECRETLY FREED 


Parole from San Quentin Six W othe Ago, Before 
Half of Bunko Term Served, is Revealed 


„Big Hutch” was sentenced to 
the penitentiary jn April, 1922, 
for gigantic swindle operations in 
Los Angeles and his sentence was 
fixed at seven and one-half years 
by the State Board of Prison Di- 
rectors. His secret release on pa- 
role from San Quentin was ob- 
tained before he had served half 
the affixed term of imprisonment 
prescribed by the prison officials, 
He was paroled from the Briceville 
honor camp, fifty-five miles from 
Merced in Maricopa county, and 
immediately left for New York to 
accept a position there, according 
to information received last hight 
from the north. 

The reason for the release of 
„Big Hutch” could not be learned 
here last night. Though  Dist.- 
Atty. Keyes had recommended the 
| release of the king of the bunko 
men to the State Board of Prison 
Directors a year ago, his 
‘aroused a storm of indignation 
and the matter was abandoned at 
that time. 

Dist.-Atty. Keyes, though he 
could not be located at a late hour 
last night, was quoted by his asso- 
clates as declaring that the news of 
“Rig Hutch's“ release was a sur- 
prise to him, that he had not been 
informed of the parole and that 
his signature had not been solicited 
for the parole application. 

Superior Judge Willis, who pre- 
sided at “Big Hutch's“ trial and 
who sentenced him to prison, ad- 
mitted he had heard of the bunko 
man’s parole, but denied he aigned 
a parole request.
